North Wilmington 


Three young men, one of whom 
is a well-known North Wilming- 
ton resident had some fun, Monday 
fight, which has been variously 
@escribed as “‘stickups" and 
“goofing” to “just having fun" 

The visits of the three men to 
three places of business, which 
occured at about the same time 
as an accident in Wilmington 
Square led to some wild stories 
which may or not have basis in 
fact 

The counter girl in Winston's 
Bakery was the first to be visited 
by the three young men. About 
20 minutes of 9 they entered the 
bakery, and, as she described it 
“their actions were worse than 
their language". No hold up was 
attempted, she said. 

One was a short man, unknown 
to her, with bushy black hair, 
wearing a black leather jacket 
He had a cast on one hand, and 
when she got over her initial 
fright she asked him why the 
cast was there. He told her that 
he had been in an auto accident

mington man, well known to her.

‘They lolled over the counter in 


va manner that suggested to the 


lady that they were unable to con- 
trol themselves. They told her 
they wanted to buy some food, 
and she put some bakery goods 
‘on the counter, for which they 
paid. Then the big fellow kissed. 
the little one. 

When the trio left, she locked 
up, immediately, and went home. 

Their next visit was to the 
North Wilmington Pharmacy. 

According to one employee, one 
of the men is to have 
said “stick-em-up” and later, 
“We want your drugs and your 
money", while another said, 
“He's only fooling!” The men 
were accepted at face value on 
the last statement. 

‘A few moments later the trio 
appeared at the North Wilming- 
ton Shell Station, where Freddy 


Wiggins and Walter Hall were 
holding down the late evening 
shift 


One of them walked over to the 
men and said What would you 
do if I said this was a stick-up?’ 
Another, at about the same time, 
said, “He's only fooling!’" Wig- 
gins and Hall laughed off the 
threat, if it was one, by joking 
and the men departed. Then Wig- 
gins and Hall called the police 
‘They described the men as “'Goof- 
ing Off” 


The police were puzzled. Was 
it an attempted hold up - or 
wasn't it? An alert was broadcast 
on the radio, and then cancelled. 
Finally, at 10 p.m., Officers 
Fred Brown and Joe Cuoco ar- 
rested two Lowell men, on Ade- 
laide Street, practically in front 
of the Police Station, on a charge 
of using a car without authority.

FULL SCHOOL YEAR 
PROPOSED 


One of the two main items on the agenda at the School 
Committee meeting Thursday, April 22nd at the Roman 
House was a consideration of the School Committee of 


a 45-15 12 month plan. 


The discussion of this plan was the result of a visit 
to Lockport. Illinois by Walter Pierce, Superintendent 
of Schools, Walter McNamara, Chairman of the School 
Committee and Al Lani, School Committee member to 
investigate this plan now in effect in Lockport. 


The Ad Hoc Advisory Committee 
also attended the meeting 

Walter Pierce showed slides of 
the schools and new developments 
and the surrounding countryside 
which is being rapidly developed 
One slide showed Pierce's ability 
with a camera. The slide, taken 
from the highway while in a car. 
showed the Junior High in the 
background and a picture of the 
Housing development responsible 
for the influx of students, re- 
flected in the rear view mirror. 

The reason, Pierce told the 
committee. that Lockport had 
adopted the 12 month plan, was 
the development residentially of 
50 foot lots in what was once 
corn-raising country. An exodus 
from the city of Chicago to this 
area had raised the school popu- 
lation from 89 students in 1953 
to an estimated 8.100 in 1983.

adopted for grades 1-8, 

After the discussion between 
both committees, the School 
Committee made no definite com- 
mitments except to consider the 
possibility of such a program for 
the Wilmington School System. 

Earlier in the meeting the School 
Committee met with two members 
of the Educational Secretaries 
Association, Anne Simmons and 
Kay Souza to discuss their pro- 
posal for the School Committee 
to support the Secretaries in 
their quest to obtain an Associates 
Degree. 

The Committee recommended 
that the Secretaries improve their 
secretarial skills by having M.E. 
€. (Merrimac Education Center) 
of which Wilmington is a member, 
offer secretarial science courses 
o all school secretaries in this 
region. However, the School 
Committee felt that if the secre- 
taries wished to advance their 
education further their state pro- 
grams which might be helpful to 
them. It was suggested that the 
Secretaries meet with Walter 
Pierce to discuss some alterna- 
tives.
